Hs was born in the pariſh of Sorn, in the ſheriff 
dom of Air: after that he patt his courie: at the 
plicge,he was imployed for ſometime to he fehook-mal- 
r, precentor and ſeſſion clerk, to mr. John Gutheie 
nilter of the goſpel at Tarbotton., When he was a- 
ut to enter to the miniltry, a young woman'ſer] to be 
ich child in adulrery, to a fervant in that houfe where. 
layed; when ſhe found herſelf with child, ſhe told 
father thereof ; he ſaid, I' run for it, and go to Ire- 
nd, father it upon Mr, Peden, he has more to help 
and bring it up (he having a piece of heritage than 
ave, The fame day that he was to get an a of H- 
nle, ſhe came in before the presbytry, and ſaid, Ibeur 
ur are to licenſe Mr. Peden to be a miniltey ; do it 
ot, for 1 am with child to him. Ile being without at 1 
e time, was called in by the moderator; and being 
eltioned about it. he ſaid, j am ſurpriſed, leannotſpeak: 
tlet none entertain an ill thought of me, for T om u- 
ly free of it, and God will vindicate-me-in his own as 
ne and way. He went home and walked at a water * 
e upwards 0f24 hours, & Mod neither eat not drink, 
alt he came in and ſaid, Give m+ meat and drink, for 
we got what I was ſeeking, and 1 will be vindicated,

married. There are various reports of the way that be 
was vindicated, Some 1; y, that in the time ſhe was in 
child-birth, Mr. Guthrie charged her to give account 
who was the father of that child, and diſcharged women 
to be helpful to ber, until the did it; ſome ſay that ſhe 
conteſled, others that ſhe remained obſtinate; ſome of th: 
people(when I made enquiry about it in thut country file) 
affirmed, that after the presbytry had been at all paint 
about it, & coula pet no latisfafion, they appointed mi. 
Guthrie to give a full relation of the whole before tlie 
congregation, which he did, and the ſame day the father; 
of that child was preſent : and when he heard mr. Guth. 
Lie begin io read, ſtood up, and delired bim to halt, and 
laid, lam the father ef that child, and I defired her to {+ 
ther it upon Mr. Peden, which has been a great trouble 
of conſcience to rie, and I could get no reſt till J came 
home to declare . However, it is certain that after ſhe 
was married, and every thing went croſs to them, an 
wandred from place to place, and were reduced to great 
poverty, at lait ſhe came to that ſame ſpot of ground 
Where he layed upwards of 24 hours, and made away

» &fter this he was three years ſettled miniſter at ney 
Glenluce in Galloway and when he was obliged by the 
violence and tyranny of that time to leave that pariſh, 
he le&ued upon the 20th hp. of the Acts from the 17 
verie to the end, and preucted upon the : iſt verſe in the 
forenoon, Therefore watch and remember, that by the

night and day w:th tears. Aflerting that he had e- 
clared the whole counſel of God, & had keeped nothing 
back: and proteited that he was free of the blood of al 
jouls. "Ard in the afternoon he preached on the 2: 

rverſe, and now, brethren, I commend you to God, an! 
to the word of kis grace, which is able to build you up, 
"and to give you an inheritance among all them that 
nre ſanttibed,” Which was a weeping day in that kirk, 
the greater part could not contain themſelves: he man 
times r-queited them to be ſilent, but they ſorrowed mull 
of all that he told them that they ſhould never lee his fac 
in that pulpit again.
